a talk on "Impressions Gathered at the 
State Educational Meeting"' recently 
heid at Harrisonrg, stated that he al- 
ways attended such meetings to study 
school problems of other places and 
for the exchange of views at meetings 
and in conversation on educational 
subjects. He stated that at all such 
meetings the fane of the Gettysburg 
Parent-Teachers' Association had pre- 
ceded and that he was constantly con- 
gratulated on the good school atmos- 
phere in Gettsburg. 
There wes no 


question of the fact thai Gettysburg 
was a most progressive school town, 
hat there was no justification for Get- 
tyshurgh to feel that it was far ahead 
cf other progressive school towns for 
Knch was not the case bur that it: stood 
in tfie ranks cf the progressive school 
towns and to keep there would have to 
push forward in the good work, that 
started in this town some years ago. 
Some things this town was deficient 
in as gathered during his recent trip 
•wt-re the following, which were dis- 
cussed at some length and pointed out 
ss goals toward which the association 
and school sentiment of the town could 
move. 1. Art supervision by some- 
one who has had thorough study in 
this branch. 2. More attention to 
music in the schools, particularly the

upon us alter we had retired to our 
refuge. 


"All this being arranged, my broth- 


er begged me to stay in my own 
house for at least twenty-four hours 
more, on the chance of the plague de- 
veloping in me. To this 1 agreed, and 
he promised to come for me next day. 
We talked over the details of the pro- 
visioning and the defending of the 
Chemistry building until the telephone 
died. 
It died in the midst of our 


conversation. That evening there were 
no electric lights, and I was alone in 
my house in the darkness. 
No more 


newspapers were being printed, so 1 
had no knowledge of what was taking 
place outside. I heard sounds of riot- 
ing and of pistol shots, and from my 
windows I could see the glare on the 
sky of some conflagration in the di- 
rection of Oakland.

The curators of other county associa- 
tions are abroad in the land, and they 
are rapidly despoiling us of literary 
aud antiquarian treasures which we 
should by all means retain.

county already has i.OOO volumes of 
this kind in its collection, and is rapid- 
ly adding to it. Indian relics, such as 
stone axes, knues. pipes, hoes and 
arrow heads of various kinds, sizes 
and shapes are yer found in consider- 
able numbers in certain portions of 
the county. With prompt and suita- 
ble effort, it is believed, a reasonably 
sood collection of such aboriginal curi- 
osities is still possible. There are a
